The resolution will 
call forth a flght between those who 
arc In favor of letting down the re- 
strictions which were originally placed 
around the state's constitution 
and 


those who believe that the old method 
is the safest and best In the long run. 


Senator powers' Bill. 


The bill introduced In the senate 


yesterday by Senator Stephen A. Pow- 
ers, o£ Angola, relating to the election 
ot county school superintendents has 
been the subject of no little discussion 
!n that It takes the power of choosing 
an official from the trustees of the 
townships of a county and makes the 


. office elective at the hands of the peo- 


ple at a general election along with 
the other county offices. 


"Under the present system," said 


Senator Powers In explaining the bill. 
"It Is possible for a superintendent to 
hold his position indefinitely, if he Is 
, able to pain the support of the trustees 


of his county, and this has the effect 
of removing the control of the schools 
from the people. The measure I have 
proposed will restore the schools to 
the people and will make it Impossi- 
ble for a superintendent to get a per- 
petual hold on his place" by the use of 
cigars, banquets and other means of 
saining the good will of the trustees." 
Senator Powers has received commu- 
nications from interested parties In 
different parts of the state on the sub- 
ject and he feels that there Is a. grow- 
ing sentiment In favor of the change 
In the .present method ot election. 


Would Label Lobbyists. 


Lobbyist, is the title which Repre- 


sentative McKennan, of Garrett. would 
make it compulsory to prefix to those 
members of the "third house." who 
represent Interests concerned in the 
passage or killing of legislation and it 
is expected that the bill upon the sub- 
ject, which he introduced in the house 
yesterday, will cause a hard fight be- 
fore It Is put out of the way.

representlng outside interests, give, 
their names, the names of those thay 
represent, the amount of their salary 
and whether this Is contingent upon 
the passage of the bills In which they 
are Interested, the name of the bill 
In which they are interested and the 
length of time they expect to spend m 
the state house.

articles of general consumption. 


"But wo must not expect too much 


of such a commission. It cannot oper- 
ate as an artificial deity and separate 
us from all our troubles in the making 
of tariffs.

The part these men 
are said to have played in the al- 
leged violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law has been summarized ny 
the government as follows: 


About 1870 the 
Rockefellers and 


Flagler conceived the purpose of con- 
trolling tho petroleum trade, both do- 
mestic and export, and obtaining a 
monopoly thereof. 
They entered into 


a conspiracy to accomplish this pur- 
pose, which from time to time took 
the form 
of 
various combination?. 


Shortly after 1870 the Rockefellpers 
and Flagler were Joined -in the con- 
spiracy by Rogers, 
Archbold, Payne 


and Pratt. 


Form of tho Conspiracy. 


The form which the alleged coi- 


spiracy took Is described by the gov- 
ernment as being from 1870 to 1S82 
"a combination between a large num- 
ber of manufacturers,. who acted in 
harmony and whoso stock 
Interests 


were pooled in the hands ot three 
trustees in 1879." 


From 1882 to 1R9!> the form of the 


alleged combination was that of a 
trust agreement, whsreby thft stock of 
a large number of corporations was 
placed In the hands of tnistees. who 
managed the property. From 1899 to 
the present time the combination Is 
alleged to have taken the form of a 
folding company, the 
Standard Oi' 


Company of New Jersey. 


Found It an Illegal Corporation, 
The four Judges in the circuit court 


found that the Standard OH was an 
illegal combination In restraint -of In- 
terstate commerce and was also mo- i 
nbpolizing the oil trade. A decree was 
entered enjoining' ths holding com- 
pany from exercising any control, over 
the subsidiary companies, and enjoin- 
ing the subsidiary 
companies 
from 


paying any dividends to the holding 
company. AH were enjoined from en- 
gaging in interstate commerce until 
the illegal combination was discon- 
tinued.

This fnct 
will make us nil think hard. \S"e think 
if wo tucoeod In securing the passage. 
of what is called the "Mcrl-cal Inspec- 
tion of School Children Act." that. In a 
few-years we will hnve people who will 
ventilate as n matter of course. This 
act provides that hygiene shall 
be 


taught In the public schools, and the 
first thing to teach In hygiene. Is the 
physiology of breathing nnd the necea^ 
Sity of fresh nlr. if health nod strength 
nnd clearness of mind is to he secured. 


\Ve hope you will nirl In tho passage 


of this bill by writing to your mem- 
bers of the legislature nnd urging them 
to support it. You nlso would do well 
to write some public nrtlcles upon the 
subject. The bill bns not. been printed 
yet. but ns soon ns it is introduced you 
can secure a. copy. I would sny this 
bill wns drnwn up by the state hoard 
of education nnd the state board of 
health, after mnny years «f study of 
the situation. Further, the attorney 
general has reviewed it and

think It about, right. There is n. good 
sentlrAsnt in the legislature for its 
passage, but. we wish to hnve n better 
sentiment. T,ot us nil join togt-thcr to 
help on this good work.

"The service of efficient salesman- 
ship," continued Dr. Morrell, "has been 
manifested more in the last eight or 
nine years than ever before.

.70 per cent of the male inhabitants of 
this country are salesmen. All arc 
dependent upon this phase of life. The 
success comes in the sale of goods for 
profit.- The merchants must be teach- 
ers and salesmen must be teachers."

Washington, Jan. 
11.—Admitting 


that the north pole Is just as much 
lost as ever, and that nil future at- 
tempts to find It must be independent 
enterprises unaided by his own work, 
Capt. Robert E. .Peary, the arctic ex- 
plorer, answered a cross-fire of ques- 
tions at a hearing before' the house 
committee on naval aftalra yesterday. 


Ho told how he wanted the glory 


of the polar achievement for himself, 
declining to lot any member of his ex- 
pedition, other than the negro Henson, 
to go on the last dash with him, how 
his publishing contracts had precluded 
him from testifying before the commit- 
tee last spring and how members of 
his expedition had 
been 
prohibited 


from wrltlnjr about the trip. 


Capt. Peary was asked to throw 


light on why, as a nav.nl officer, 
he 


made no report to the navy depart- 
ment. 
Representative - Roberts asked 


him If it was not customary for an 
officer to report on matters for which 
he was detailed. Capt. Peary said he 
had made some report to the coast and 
geodetic survey and had advised the 
navy department of that fact. It was 
his Impression that the superinten- 
dent Of the »urvey had made a report 
to the navy. Pressed by Representa- 
tive Roberts, Capt. Peary said there 
was a letter of his on file somewhere 
asking secrecy for his written report 
to the survey as to soundings. 


Roberts Forces Question. 


"Why, being detailed to get certain 


information for the government, did 
you ask the governmnt not to use this 


prepare such a chart. He said the po- 
sition of the north polo could be de- 
termined Just the same as the equator, 
but the trouble was the comparative 
low altitude of the sun, which never 
gets higher than 22% degrees above 
the horizon.

pictured here, and those who -wish the 
pattern for this skirt can^get it in si\ 
sizes, which run from twenty-two in- 
ches to thirty-two inches waist meas- 
ure. 


This 'model may be effectively de- 


veloped in silk, woollen or tub ma- 
terials, and is especially^dcsirable for 
the latter, as it is not difficult to.laun- 
der. 


To make the skirt from any material, 


all the pieces of the pattern should be 
laid on the goods and cut out before 
commencing to baste. 
The gores are 


Joined according to the notches, be- 
ginning with the front gore and work- 
ing toward the, back on either side. 
The plaits at the side of the front gore 
are pinned, basted and pressed in po- 
sition before, the. skirt is tried on. 


If it is necessary to make any change 


in the skirt in order to make It fit 
over the hips, the material should be 
taken up or let out, as the case may 
require, at the side gores. If consid- 
erable alteration is required, the result 
will be more satisfactory If the goods 
are taken up or let out a little at each 
gore; otherwise the change will throw 
the lines of the seams out of propor- 
tion at the waist line. 


The. alterations must be basted be- 


fore the seams are stitched.
